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Introduction by Margaret Watson Rutledge 


Margaret Watson Cooke (Mrs. Russell S.) was a lovely person, and her husband, Russell, was one of 
the funniest people we knew (such a dry wit). She was my great-aunt, my father’s father’s sister. My 
brother and I loved visiting them because Aunt Margaret didn’t cook, so they always took us out to 
restaurants to eat-a real treat for us children '-and she always let us read our cousin Donald’s old 
comic books. I never knew a warmer, more loving human being than Peg Cooke. 

Sometime in the 1950s she began compiling genealogical data on her family by corresponding with 
distant relatives. Many of them replied. Her handwriting was not very good as she had arthritis in her 
hands, but she typed very well. Whenever she received additional infonnation, she revised her 
compilations. This was the days before computers made insertion of new information easy, so she 
retyped her compilations often and accurately. It’s amazing how few typos she made. 

My parents had what I always thought were her final versions. Somehow I wound up with many of 
her papers, and they sat in a closet for more than 30 years. I finally started looking at them this 
spring, planning to scan them. To my horror I realized the copies had been made on thennal paper, 
and were becoming illegible. There were also earlier versions and some of the original 
correspondence, so I decided I’d better retype it before all her work was lost. 

A copy prepared for the Springfield (IL) Chapter NSDAR Genealogical Records Chairman, Mrs. K. 
Burney Vancil, was the last version typed, as far as I know. Using that as the starting point, I typed it 
into Microsoft Word, then compared every other draft to the Word version. All those comparisons 
were a great way to catch the typos. 

I also discovered: 

~ Changes that may be attributable to typographical errors or corrections of earlier erroneous 
infonnation. Since there is no way of knowing which is conect, if I found a discrepancy in 
data (and they are few), I put both in like this: 1904 or 1905. 

- Later versions completely left out children who died in infancy or before reaching maturity 
or, in some cases, died as unmarried young adults. 

~ Notations where someone was living when she prepared a version. I put them in. 

- Sources of information were recorded erratically, but I tried to compile a complete list. 

- Sometimes Margaret recorded notes in the margins, so I put them in if they were legible.

MWC=Margaret Watson Cooke 
MWR=Margaret Watson Rutledge 

Aunt Margaret once told me, “I can’t rest until I know where everyone went.” She and her 
correspondents tried to find them all.

Moses bought land (timber) 12 miles from the Ohio River, according to “The History of Pike Co., 
111.” Biog. Pub. Co. 1891, p. 735. No record of this purchase has been found in Hamilton Co., O.; 
many records were destroyed in two courthouse fires. 

Family tradition was that Moses came to Ohio in 1809 but letters appear to refute this. Hannah’s 
brothers Enoch & Levi Buckingham had come to Hamilton Co., Ohio earlier and Moses & Hannah 
must have come about 1804. Moses received a letter from his father-in-law Wm. Buckingham dated 
10-7-1804 or 1809, (looks more like a 4 than a 9, owned by Lola Bonnel Cincinnati Ohio 1961) 
addressed to him “Living near the Big Sandy Creek.” Another letter dated from a Wm. Patterson 
dated 9-26-1814 (after his death) addressed to “Butler Co., Farefield twp., Hamilton Co., Ohio) 

One of MWC’s compilations says “Moses’s death may have been due to a flu epidemic in Ohio 
country about that time.” 

When Moses died Hannah took her children went to live in Hamilton Co., Montgomery as her 
brothers Enoch and Levi Buckingham lived in that county. Some of her children later lived in 
Clermont Co., Ohio, there in census 1820. 

The following is a story that came down in Harriet Elona Bonell Ford’s family: “Four of five 
Bonnell brothers were moving to Ohio. They were going by boat and a storm came up. Moses felt 
there was something wrong, bundled up, and when he got on deck found his cargo was slipping. 
Either the cargo took him off or the furious wind blew him off the boat and he was never seen again. 
When the storm was spent, the brothers looked around a bit, then went on, much against the wishes 
of his wife. The reason was that it was getting late in the summer before winter set in. Hannah was 
heart-broken, also furious, but didn’t say much on the trip to where they were settling. When they 
arrived, they told her they had decided to build her cabin first and would see she was well cared for. 
She told them not to bother as she wasn’t staying and took her five children and her wagons and set 
out through the weeds for the settlement near the Ohio where her brothers lived.” Hattie Swaim said

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Moses had invested his money in whisky, which was a practice of many who were going west. It was 
as good as money anywhere. So far only a tradition. 

(Note from MWR-I have a plain walnut chest that I was always told held the whiskey barrels they 
brought to Ohio. It is beautiful in its simplicity.) 

The above story was found in a copy of “The Bonnells in Ohio” in the genealogy room, library, Los 
Angeles, Calif. 

In 1961 Moses will was found in Butler Co., & he lived in Liberty twp.; also an inventory of farm 
tools was found (3 pages) but no rec. of fann (Infonnant Leonard McGee, Hamilton, Ohio). The 
inventory included a note due from Wm. Patterson of Pa. 

Record of Wills Book I, page 226 and 227, 5 th October 1814 

In the name of God, Amen. I, Mosses Bonne! of the county of Butler and the state of Ohio, being 
weak of body but perfect in mind, knowing all men must die, do make this my last will and testament 
in manner and form following viz. 

Item first, it is my will that after my decease my body shall be decently buried in the burying ground 
of the Presbyterian church at Springfield. (MWC note: “this may be over the line in Hamilton 
county.”) 

Item second. It is my will that my beloved wife Hannah shall have a black mare knowed(sic) by 
(evident omission)the little black mare, and two heifers and one bed and bedding. 

Item third. It is my will that there shall be kept the two young bay horses, a black cow with a white 
face, a pided(sic) heifer, three pair of gears, two ploughs, three hoes, one grubbing hoe, two axes 
and my wagon which property are to be kept for the express purpose of raising and schooling my 
children. 

Item fourth. It is my will that the residue of my estate not heretofore mentioned, shall be disposed of 
between my wife and children as the law directs. 

Item fifth. It is my will and I do hereby appoint my beloved wife Hannah executrix and David Bonnet 
Executor of this my last will and testament and do hereby revoke and disclaim all other wills 
heretofore made by me, certifying and confirming of this and none other, as witness my hand and 
seal this thirtieth day of August 1814.

Tobias Talbot and Zebulon Wisner.

Be it remembered that at special court of common pleas, Holden in Hamilton in the county aforesaid 
on Wednesday the 5 th day of October 1814 before Ezekial Ball, Daniel Millikin and Robert Lyttle 
esquire, associate judges of the said court, the within written last will and testament of within named 
Moses Bonnet now deceased being exhibited here in court and duly proved by the oaths of Tobias 
Talbot and Zebulon Wisner, the subscribing witnesses, is ordered the same be recorded. 

By the Court. 

(Note by MWR-I do not know who copied the will, probably not MWC, but the following notes 
were typed underneath MWC’s typed transcription: 

“the above name of Wisner was hard to make out but I believe I have it copied correctly. 

I went through the death records up to 1880 and found only the following death of any Bonnel. I 
send it to you for whatever it be worth.” 

Anna Bonnel. Death Record Book I page 194. Died Aug. 25, 1878 aged 72 years 4 months and 25 
days. She was born in Ohio and died in Milford Township.)
